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A More Practical Plan 
For Judicial Reform 


A M ITH MORE PRACTICAL PLAN for re­ 
organization of th*1 M aryland judiciary than the 
o n e originally proposed by Attorney General 
appears to have been worked out by the 
committee appointed for the purpose by 
Ie Bar association. 
The original plan was 
,» .several serious objections, which u n ­ 
doubtedly would have im periled Its approval bv 
dlttren.s in m me sections of the state. 
U nder the revised p lan , there would bt six 
Judges of the Court of A ppeals and they would 
h av e no other duties. Two judges would be from 
B altim o re and four from the counties, which 
seem * fair enough. Tho*#* fr< m the city would 
be elected by I'* voters while the other four 
w«»uld be elected by the people of judicial dis­ 
tric t 
The Walsh plan provided for a state- 
w ide vote on the judges. 
T he four districts outside of Baltimore would 
com prise <1* the nine counties of the la st em 
S h o re 
(2) the counties of Harford. Baltimore, 
H ow ard and Carroll, w hich are in the central 
se ctio n of the state; *3» the counties of Anne 
A ru n d el, Prince Georges, C alvert, Charles and 
Bt 
M ary's, which com prise Southern Maryland; 
a n d 
‘ he counties of M ontgom ery, Frederick. 
W ashington, Allegany a n d G arrett, comprising 
W estern Maryland. U nder the Walsh allocation, 
th e E astern Shore would have been united with 
S o u th e rn Maryland, ag a in st which there was 
considerable objection. 
The committee 
got 
a ro u n d that difficulty by arranging for six in­ 
ste a d of five judges. 
If the plan is subm itted to the people and 
approved, the six judges of th# new court would 
hr* appointed by the governor to be elected in 
1942. and these judge* would aerve until the 
g en e ral election of 1944 w hoa all six teats would 
be filled for fifteen-year term s a t popular elec­ 
tio n ' 
Up* rn the institution of th e new court on 
O cto b er I, 1943, the chief judges of the seven 
co u n ty circuits would cease to be members of 
th e appeals court, but would continue to serve 
lit th e ir circuits. 
T hat something should ba done to relieve 
rh# appeal judges of th e onerous burden now 
U nposed upon them by having to serve in two 
courts has long been a p p a ren t 
Competent evi­ 
dence of th e ‘fact that th e ir present duties are 
extrem ely burdensome h a s been publicly given 
bv ex-Judge Albert A Doub, of this city, whose 
know ledge of the situation an d personal ex­ 
perien ce should have w eight 
Som e of the problems of these judges are 
easily solved, the form er Judge admits, “and 
yet m any are complicated and perplexing, re­ 
q u irin g an analysis of testim ony, legal research, 
deliberation and consultations, an d then"the aub­ 
in lie km of opinions ‘hat satisfy the end of jus­ 
tice, but are consistent w ith established legal 
p rin cip les and yet do not cor filet with their own 
decisions, as the public m u st know what is the 
se ttle d law of Maryland.

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Play-Work Shop 


Is Fine Thing 


For Children 


Basement Corner, Garage, 
Attic or Spare Room Can 
Be Used Profitably 


By GABBY C. MYERS, Ph.D. 
Any family with growing children 
who can afford to have a car to 
use part-time for pleasure or can go 
together to a movie once a month 
can afford a play-work shop for 
their children. 
A work shop can be built grad­ 
ually year by year at very little 
oost. 
While 
a 
basement 
comer, 
garage, attic, 
or 
separate 
room 
might be desirable, a home work 
shop can be made in less space. It 
can be in the corner of a kitchen, 
llvingroom or bedroom. 
Begin with the tot of two or 
younger. Give him large crayons 
with which to scribble and draw; 
on large sheets of wrapping paper; 
which come to the house with your 
purchases, or remnants of wall* 
paper (using the back), or large 
sheets of unprinted newspaper. Give J 
him a box or {dank of soft wood, or 
composition boards, a few large 
headed nails, and a hammer and 
see the useful fun he can have. En- j 
taring a farm home recently I saw! 


a log pounded full of holes outside 
side the door. “Grant did that?” I 
asked. Grant is two. “Yes,” answered 
the mother. “He can keep himself 
busy pounding nails for half an 
hour at a time.” 
A Work Bench 
Then I suggested that he 
could get great fun lf she would 
get a small vise which would coat 
25 or 50 cents and fasten it on the 
kitchen table or on a bench outside, 
and a short saw and a narrow piece 
of soft board so he could have a 
work bench. 
Later the child can learn to use 
a draw knife and file or rasp, and 
still later a plane to smooth the 
wood. Even with only a saw, ham­ 
mer, nails and some pieces of board 
he 
can have days, 
weeks 
and 
months of profitable enjoyment. 
I an\ in the habit of saying he. (I 
hope that does not signify a feeling 
on my part of masculine superior­ 
ity!) Do for the girl in these early 
years, even up to ten or twelve, as 
you would for a boy. Neglect neither 
the girl nor boy. Provide him as well 
as her with scissors, paste, brads, 
fasteners and the like, and let him 
as well as her learn easy needle work 
which does not require close eye 
application nor fine hand move­ 
ments. Likewise encourage each in 
the use of kitchen tools and adven­ 
tures in baking and cooking. 
Quite early your child eon use a 
gimlet and screw driver, and earlier 
than you suppose, he or she can use 
a brace and bit. 
Watch the child's development. 
Add each new tool as soon as you 
are sure he can learn to use it 
without too much danger to himself 
(w the toed. 
Needless to say, the child should 


learn early Just where and on what 
he may use the tools. Also guide him 
in keeping his tools and work-shop 
In reasonable order. Always be In­ 
terested in what he makes, however 
crude. 
Gradually this will attract play­ 
mates to the home to share the 
child's work. Let your child exer­ 
cise responsibility and leadership in 
this workshop. 
I might be classified as almost 
feebleminded in respect to using 
tools, though Mrs. Myers rates high. 
Anyway, our children had, by the 
time they were in high school, a 
work shop which included among 
other things, an electric drill, elec­ 
tric lathe, electric circular saw. Yet 
I can recall no serious accident in 
this work shop. They learned to use 
tools carefully, and they bought 
most of them with their own money. 
Together with a number of their 
friends, they spent many profitable 
and pleasant hours in this work 
shop, often preferring it to a movie

foolish argum ent an who should 
he first rn the kingdom of heaven. 
To show them the folly and wick­ 
edness of their contention Jesus 
had taken a little child and set 
him in their midst, telling them 
that he who received such a one 
as this little child received the 
Master, and Him who sent the 
Master 
And to offend or to do 
harm to such a one would be 
surely followed by great punish­ 
ment 
Then Jesus goes on to tell them 
that lf their foot offended them 
they should cut it off, lf the hand 
offended it should be cut off; if 
the eye wa* the offender it should 
bs plucked out. It is better, said 
the Ixird, to enter the Kingdom of 
God lame or blind than to allow 
one member of our bodies to 
cause us to be cursed forever. It 
surely is better to have no hand 
than one that will, in a moment 
of rage, strike another; it is bet­ 
ter to have no foot than to have 
one that leada one into bad com­ 
pany or evil ways. And if one s 
eye causes one to sin by seeing 
evil things, is It not better to be 
blind? 
Finally, wW quote 8t. Paul's 
words to th* Thessalonians, "Ab­ 
stain from all appearance of evil,” 
or "Abstain from every form of 
evil.” 
We know by experience 
that this is very, very difficult. A 
story is told by the editor of our 
c o m m e n t a r y . A great Bible 
teal her was walking with anoth­ 
er, and he made a very sharp re­ 
mark about another teacher. The 
man walking with him said, ''Do 
you say this because you love 
your brother?” The teacher left 
his friend, rushed to his room, 
locked the door and prayed that 
never, as long as he lived, might 
he again make such an unkind re­ 
mark without love. 
Being human we m ust occas­ 
ionally do those things which we 
know ar* wrong, but we all can 
acknowledge our faults and pray, 
and keep on praying, that we be 
not led into tem ptation, but de­ 
livered from evil 
T hat we use 
good sense, self control and above 
all, love, to overcome our evil 
tendencies.
